Aviation FYeld. Los Angeles, Cal., 
January 18.—Louis Paulhan, in his 
Farman biplane, made today what avia- 
tion experts here consider the most re- 
markable cross- -country flight in his- 
tory. He flew from Aviation Field to 
“Lucky” Baldwin's ranch, 23 miles 
away, circled the old Santa Anita race 
track and returned. 

He covered an estimated distance of 
4742 miles tn one hour 2 minutes 42 4-5 
ecconds. He went down with the wind 
in 30 minutes and came back against 


it in 33 minutes. 

Rivais Any Flight Ever Made. 

In sheer beauty and contempt of dan- 
ger, the flight rivals the scene on any 
aviation field ef the old world. 

The only test approaching it in this 
country was that made by one of the 
Wrights last.fall, on a flight with an 
army officer from Washington to Alex- 
andria. 

Bieriot. Latham, Farman and Cody 
have made flights nearly as long, per- 
haps, but they have not“come back. 
Cody flew 40 miles at Aldershot in 63 
minutes last fal). Farman took a 206- 
mile run to spend a day shooting with 
a friend, but he landed at one end of hig 
jourtey. 

President Cortlandt F. Bishop. of the 
Acro Ciab of America, sald tonight 
that he did not know of any flight 
equal th Paulhan's. It is probable that 
the prize of $19,000 wiil go to him. 
There will be much official pondering 
and cabling. however, before a new 
world rétord is added to the glory of 
kliance. 

Reached Altitude of 2,130 Feet. 

Paulhan maintained an altitude of 
from 1,000 to 2,000 feet on his way 
over the valley. His highest point 
was 2,130 feet, as indicated by the in- 
sirument on his car. 

Under him, speeding over country 
reads, were automobiles and men on 
horseback and motorcycles, trying to 
be near the machine should Paulhan 
fall or have to descend. 

Mrs. Paulhan was in an automobile 
praying and crying. 

When Paulhan reached the grand- 
stand on his return, he was mobbed. 
The crowd broke through the barriers. 
The aviator was lifted up and borne 
over the field. His countrymen kissed 
him and wept with joy. 

This everit was the only one of great 
importance in the day’s meet. Curtiss 
did not go into the air until after Paul- 
han had been away for an hour and a 
half. Then he gave a pretty exhibi- 
tion of fancy starting and retired. 

The wind came up suddenly, and for 
a time it looked as though the program 
vould be spoiled. At 3 o'clock nothing 
had happened, except a few skids over 
the fleld, and the crowd began to howl, 

Paulhan Rose to Océaston. 

Paulhan rose to the occasicn. With- 
out any announcement his machine ap- 
peared on the far west course, beating 
against the wind. It came around and 
over the heads of the crowd with the 
wind at a epeed of 60 miles an hour. 

Pemihan came down as though he 
bad decided against further fiying, but 
before the crowd had time to forget 
their first wonder, he came over their 
heads again and pointed the flat nose 
of his big white plane toward the 
mountains. It was 3:08 o'clock. 

For ten minutes the machine flew 
onward and upward, straight toward 
the enow line of the Sierra Madre 

ge. Old Baldy peak was the com- 
9 potnt. It lay in shining white re- 
lief against the sky. Through the 
giasses Paulhan could be seen rising 
above the haz and taking a trail, so 
it seemed, to the summit. Soon he 
disappeared from sight. 

Bulletins were sent out and posted 
on a blackboard as the machine passed 
over amall towns on the way to the 
Baldwin race track. 

There Was a Great Shout. 

At 4 o'clock there wae a great shout. 
Some one had seen the airship. Soon 
it came into sight, blown from its out- 
ward course, and on @ line with Mount 
Wilson. 

+The machine loomed up more and 
more distinctly, and even the experts 
watching and timing were surprised at 
the speed with which it returned. Mr. 
Bishop figured that it would take Paul- 
han twice as long to come back against 
“the wind as it had to go with it, but 
the aviator had stritek a milder cur- 
rent in the high altitude and was com- 
ing home on this.

His ship 
the Pourqoul Pas (Why Not) 
stronger vessel than the Roosevelt, in 
which Peary negotiated the North Pole, 
and his party {ts composed almost én- 
tirely of men experienced in polar ex- 
ploration. Indeed, Dr. Charcot con- 
ducted a similar expedition in 1903, re- 
maining in the Antarctic circle for 15 
months and making valuable explora- 
tions and surveys in the interior of 
Graham Land. ‘That expedition hed a 
sadiv romantic side, for it was an- 
nounced in France that Dr. Charcot 
was making the perilous trip broken- 
hearted over differences with his wife, 
who was the petted and spoiled grand- 
daughter of Victor Hugo. Mme. Char- 
cot had been the wife of Leon Daudet, 
sor of Alphonse Daudet, and he and 
Charcot fought a duel over her. Dr. 
Charcot is one of the ahblest scientists 
in France and a man of remarkable 
daring. It is firmly believed in gcien- 
tifle circles that he has already dis- 


covered the Bouth Pole. 


HEYBURN BARKS 
AT THE DEAD LO

Washington, January 18.—( Special.) 
Senator Heyburn, of Ydaho, renewed 
his hostility to any movement honor- 
ing the memory of Robert E. Lee, 
whose statue he objects to being ac- 
cepted for Statuary Hall, by -offering 
today a resolution demanding to 
know why the United States collector 
of customs at Newport News was 
joining tomorrow in the celebration of 
Lee's birthday. 

The resolution considerably sur- 
prised southern democratic statesmen 
and probably many on the republican 
Side of the chamber. It was such an 
unexpected waving of the red flag 
that it astounded everybody, particu- 
larly in view of the light it shed on 
Senator Heyburn’s aspersions of yes- 
terday. The references to traitors 
and Benedict Arnolds in that speech 
became unpleasantly sfgnificant, 

In his speech Monday on the ac- 
ceptence of the statue of George L. 
Shoup, presented by the State of Idaé 
ho, Senator Heyburn asked if it were 
the intention of congress in “passing 
the act of July 2, 1864, to provide that 
any traitor should ever have a place 
in Statuary Hall, or that a Benedict 
Arnold should ever be so honored? He 
held that no statue was of right in 
the hall unless accepted by congress. 


Money on Heybura. 

Senator Money, of Mississippi,  {n 
speaking of Heyburn's address after 
the senate adjourned, said: 

“It is strange to me that here fifty 
years after the war, a man who never 
heard a gun fired should make such a 
spectacular exhibition of sectional 
venom. Even his own colleagues will 
condemn him. Nobody would have 
done so more quickly than that great 
soldier and magnanimous man, Gen- 
eral Grant. During several weeks 
spent with General Grant at a hotel 
in Mexico he srequseey spoke of Les 
in the highest terms of admiration. I 
hope Senator Heyburn will not pur- 
sue his unwise course further, but let 
this matter drop.” 

Since the opposition to the accept- 
ance of the Lee statue by congress has 
developed, there has been considerable 
talk of not insisting upon this mere 
formality. The statue is already sot 
up in Statuary Hall. 

There Will Be No Snenking. 

Asked if he thought the usual cere- 
monies would be dispensed with in 
this case, Senator Money said: 

“Rather than have a statue of Gen- 
eral Lee sneaked into Statuary Hall, 
1 think no means should be spared 
ty make the ceremonies of acceptance 
the -most elaborate and impressive of 
any ever held. No man whose statue 
now stands in the hall deserves more 
praise for his noble qualities as a 
man, a sol#fer, and a Christian. Gen- 
eral Grant would have echoed that. 
I greatly admired General Shoup, 
whose statue was accepted yesterday, 
from the state of Idaho. Had I been 
able to spare the time to prepare it, 
I would have delivered a tribute to hig 
memory. But, if Senator Heyburn per- 
sists in his present course, I favor 
haying every camp of old Confederate

BANKER WALSH 
GOES TO PRISUA 


Chicago, January 18.—John  R., 
Walsh, 72 years ol, after winning hi 
way from newsboy to the control of 
millions of dollars in’ banks, railroads, 
newspapers and coal fields, tonight 
left for the federal prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., to begin a five-years’ 
sentence for misapplying the funds of 
the Chicago National bank, of which 
he was president at the time of its 
failure three years ago. 

The start for prison followed a de- 
nial by the United States circuit court 
of appeals of his petition for a new 
trial on the ground of alleged mis- 
conduct by the jurors who found 
Walsh gullty. 


The Final Chapter. 


The final chapters in the financier’s 
long fight against a prison term is 
summarized as follows: 

10 a. m.—Appeared at his office in 
the Grand Central station and con- 
ducted business as if nothing of un- 
usual importance was pending. + 

11:40 a. m.—Summoned to a hotel 
where he heard over the telephone that 
his petition for a new trial was de- 
nied. 

4° p. m.—Heard read the 
committing him to prison. 

5:15 p. m.—Bade his wife, daugh- 
ter and intimate friends good-bye at 
his Calumet avenue home and started 
for the station in an automobile. 

6 p. m.—Left on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul road for Leaven. 
worth, where he is due tomorrow. 

By a coincidence, Walsh started to 
prison exactly two years after he was 
found guilty. It wag on January 18, 
1908, that a jury in Federal Judge 
Anderson's court brought in itg ver- 
dict.

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Gompers and Mitchell Plead 
for Better Protection, Claim- 
ing America Leads World in 
Mine Horrors --- Resolutions 
Adopted for Uniform Laws. 


Washington, January 18.—Two fea- 
tures marked the sessions of the civic 
federation today—the unexpected 
speech of Senator Root and the deep 
interest displayed by leaders in the 
labor world and the representatives of 
those who hire labor to compensate 
employees for injuries received, 

Senator Root, who was not on the 
program, astonished the conference 
when he suggested the creation of a 
commissioner's court to. draft uniform 
laws in conformity with suggestions 
made in the conference of the civic 
federation. 

Comperssation for Accidents. 

The discussion of compensation for 
accidents brought into the “field of 
Speakers Samuel Gompers,. John Hays 
Hammond, John Mitchell, August Bel- 
mont and George M. Gillett. 

Mr. Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, declafed the 
European mine owner had a  0Obetter 
conception of the care of his employees 
and the operation of his plant than the 
American. He laid down as a hard and 
fast rule that the industry in which 
@ man was employed should bear the 
burden of that.man’'s injuries sustained 
in the course of his work. ; 

John Mitchell, vice president of the 
National Civic Federation, followed fn 
much the same strain. 

“The workingmen of 
said. Mr. Mitchell, “are: 
that the laws be made-.uniform, for 
they are uniformly bad. What we are 
asking for is that you enact the laws 
now in force in Europe relative to com- 
pengation for accident. We want the 
money due to the injured man paid at 
the time of his accident, and not after 
he is dead. We are killing more men 
in America in mines than in any other 
country in the world, and reports show 
that the fatalities are increasing every 
vear.” 

How to Reduce Accidents. 

John Hays Hammond voiced. the be- 
lief that the number of fatalities in 
mines could be reduced more than 85 
per cent by raising the standards of 
gafety. He said there was mined in 
the United States in 1908 about 500,- 
009.000 tons of coal, at a cost of 2,450 
human lives. 

August Belmont, of New York, de- 
clared that “labor will be attracted to 
the states affording it the fairest and 
safest protection, and the employer 
will hail this, too, as an advantage to 
himself?” 

John Williams, international factory 
inspector, said that “commerctalism 
crowds out generous impulses,” in dis- 
cussing tintform Tabor laws. — 

Senator Wainwright, a member of 
the committee on labor of the New 
York senate, pledged himself to report 
some kind of a bill for compensation 
for accidents, which was received with 
rounds of applause, in which Mr. Gom- 
pers and Mr. Mitchell jotned enthusi- 
astically. 

The morning session was devoted to 
papers on banking laws, control of 
corporations. taxation and road and 
automobile laws. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

Resolutions were adopted covering 
the recommendations of the commis- 
sioners on uniform laws and calling 
upon the governors of the states, now 
in session in this city, to urge the en- 
actment of the negotiable instruments 
act; the warehouse receipts act; the 
sales act; the bill of lading act and 
the uniform divorce act.

BANKER MORSE 


Will Be .Resumed Before 
a Georgia Court. 


Attorneys for Morse Say He 
Will Be Brought. Before

New York, January 18.—A point of 
law brought up yesterday by the at- 
torneys for F. Augustus Heinze may, 
if sustained, free Charles W. Morse 
and John R. Walsh, both of whom were 
sentenced on charges similar to those 
pending against Heinze. 

The contention of the Heinze attor- 
hneys was that the entire indictment 
against him is void because there was 
present before the grand jury during 
the examination of witnesses “an au- 
thorized third party”’—John P. Ferns- 
ler, a public accountant. Their testli- 
mony admitted that Fernsler was pres- 
ent, but that he was there to advise 
and to assist the grand jury in get- 
ting an understanding of the compli- 
cated case. But the Heinze attorneys 
assert that no law can be found au- 
thorizing the presence of such a per- 
son. 

The bearing of this on the case of 
Mr. Morse is pointed out by the latter's 
attorneys in a statement made public 
today, which says: 

“It is our purpose to bring Mr. Morse 
before a Georgia court early next 
month on a writ of habeas corpus. At 
that time we shall take advantage of 
the question which has been raised by 
Mr. Heinze’s counsel. If it appears 
that there was presented during the 
grand jury proceedings which led to 
the indictment of Mr.

by reason of this fact the court was 
without jurisdiction to try or sentence 
Mr. Morse because it had before it an 
indictment that did not come from a 
a lawfully constituted grand jury.”

The petitioner claims that he was 
earning a profit of $5,000 a year on his 
business,’ and was forced by the sen- 
tence to sell out and go without an 
occupation.

DISCUSSED BY WIMBISH 


Supreme Court, Says At- 
torney for Shippers. 


The decision by the supreme court 
of the United States for the case of 
the Macon Grocery Co. versus a num- 
ber of railroads was not on the main 
auestion at issue, says Attorney W. 
A. Wimbish, who represented the 
shippers. Explaining the decision, 


Mr Winhish says: 

“The leading question presented to 
the supreme court in the Macon Gro- 
cery case was whether the United 
States circuit courts had the right and 
power to enjoin a threatened unjust 
advance in freight rates, or whether 
this jurisdiction had been taken away 
by the interstate commerce act. An- 
other interesting, but less tmportant, 
question was whether the railway 
companies making the advance could 
be sued jointly in one court and in 
one suit, or whether separate suits 
must be brought against each railway 
company in the state and district of 
its incorporation. 

“The supreme court decided the case 
on the narrower point, holding that 
the court was without jurisdiction 
over the defendant railway companies 
that were incorporated under the laws 
of other states. The court did not 
discuss or decide the great question 
whether the courts could rant in- 
junctiong in such cases. This is to 
be much regretted, as the courts be- 
low are in conflict on this point, and 
the question is ome that vitally con- 
cerns the shipper and the public. The 
case, however, presented the grave 
constitutional. question whether con- |. 
gress had. power to deprive the courts 
of thisjurisdiction; and it is a rule 
of decision in all courts of last resort 
that constitutional question will not 
he determined if the case cun be de- 
cided on other grounds. So in this 
case the court found.a way of avoid- 
ing decision of the constitutional 
questions presented, which occasions 
more disappointment than, surprise.”

[HOOK WORM ABUSED, 
SAYS PROF. WINSLOW 


‘Southern Factories More Dead- 
ly to Children an 
* Parasite. 


Chicago, January 18.—The hook 
worm is much abused, according to 
Professor C. E. A. Winslow, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
Lecturing on “Principles of Sanitary 
Science,”’ in Kent theater, University 
of Chicago, the eastern scientist said: 

“Inconceivable conditions in the 
southern pneeeree are causing more 
deaths than the Mook worm. Children 
under the legal age are working 
twelve hours a day in cotton factories 
The hook worm is mentioned when the 
blame really should fall on industrial 
conditions. 

“I do not say the hook worm is not 
an evil that has to be combatted. But, 
while we are on the subject of deaths 
in the south, why not mention this 
other parasite?’ 

Professor Winslow named the habit 
of; walkifig barefoot as conducive to 
the hook worm disease.

Clainied That Errors for Which 
Indicted Were Réturned 
Were Made Two Years Ago, 
Purely of Technical Nature. 


Tifton, Ga., Jhnuary 18.—(Specia].)— 
The specials from Albany in this morn- 
ing’s papers stating that the president 
of the Bank of Tifton had been in- 
dicted by the grand jury in the United 
States district court at Albany for 
naking false returns, is an error, The 
official indicted is J. L. Brooks, presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Tifton. 
The Bank of Tifton is an entirely sep- 
arate institution, of which H. H. Tift 
is president. 

Neither has Brooks been arrested, 
as stated. By agreement he will ap- 
pear before Judge Speer when court 
convenes tomorrow and offer bond. 
His bondsmen wild be the directors of 
his bank. 

The indictment grows out of alleged 
discrepancies in the reports of the 
cashier of the National Bank of Tif- 
ton during the years 1907 and 1908, 
President Brooks being. cashier at that 
time. These discrepancies were purely 
technical, and on the examiners calling 
the officials’ attention to them they 
were promptly corrected. By some 
means the transaction was construed 
as a violation of the national banking 
laws, and after nearly two years the 
indictment is brought. 

Mr. Brooks is still president of the 
bank, has the full confidence of his 
stcckholders and board of directors, 
and his promotion last year was made 
with a knowledge of the transaction 
which now causes trouble. His directors 
will also be his bondsmen until his 
case comes up for trial.
